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Steam From the Stamp Kettle 


A $27,000 stamp in a carpet slip- 
per! Yes, that is where George 
Barbier kept the pride of his collec- 
tion, in a recent movie, “Early to 
Bed,” featuring Charlie Ruggles and 
Mary Boland. In a very intriguing 
scene from a stamp collector’s view- 
point, George keeps Charlie up until 
the wee hours of the morning show- 
ing him numerous volumes of his col- 
lection. ‘The first volume we see is a 
section of Scott’s bound International 
which supposedly contains many thou- 
sands of stamps. It is quite obvious 
that the book is blank from the fact 
that it shows no swelling. Most 
amusing is George’s ecstasy as he 
drools about a “rare Zanzibar“ as he 
indicates the specimen somewhere in 
the center of the album. Can it be 
that he misplaced it in Mexico? His 
handling of the great rarity caused 
me to shudder. I think I will send 
him a pair of tweezers with the sug- 
gestion that it is far more preferable 
to handle stamps of value with such 
an instrument than to grasp it tightly 
between the thumb and forefinger as 
he does in this scene. 

Philatelic angles in the movies 
should be more carefully edited. Wm. 
Hornbeck, one of the foremost plate 
number collectors and a true philatel- 
ist, is a prominent film editor. He 
certainly could pass out some expert 
advice if consulted. How close do 
vou observe these small details when 
attending the theatre? If your eye is 
quick you can detect many errors. I 
observed a most glaring one in “Pub- 
lic Enemy’s Wife,” featuring Pat 
O’Brien. In the scene where a pack- 
age is handed by an old lady to a 
clerk in the mail car, there is some 
question about its acceptability, but 
the clerk says “if it is stamped, we 
will take it.” When you get a good 
view of the parcel, you notice that 
there are about a dozen stamps 
‘lapped on it and grouped closely to- 
gether showing first class machine 
cancellations running in several di- 
rections. Again in another picture, a 
letter that went across the country 
shows a 2c instead of a 3c stamp. 
Wouldn’t you say this is rather be-

hind the times? In “White Angel,” 
the story of Florence Nightingale, so 
splendidly portrayed by Kay Francis, 
there hangs upon the wall of Queen 
Victoria’s reception room a beautiful 
portrait. I saw this movie in Buffalo 
in the company of Harry Davis, pro- 
prietor of the Stamp House. We 
both looked at each other and mum- 
bled “Canada #19.” 

Try catching such details when 
you go to the movies. They will add 
considerably to your amusement.

SCOTT’S MONTHLY JOUR- 
NAL for August lists Potato Tax 
stamps and catalogs them #4923 to 
#4935. Also the “TOBACCO 
SALE TAX” stamps, 1c—$20.00, as 
#4936 to 4946. The latter stamps 
will be mighty good property and I 
believe that the Potato stamps are an 
excellent purchase at present prices. 
The gray Tax Exempt stamps with 
denominations expressed only in 
pounds, are not listed and I do not 
think they will ever be included in 
the catalog. There is absolutely no 
justification for listing them as they 
bore no face value and were designed 
simply for checking purposes. The 
two and fifty pounds are the only 
ones which have been reported as hav- 
ing been used. The remainder of 
these Tax Exempt stamps which the 
government proposed to auction off 
in Washington, are nothing but junk 
and had they been sold would, in my 
opinion, never have received catalog 
recognition. Fortunately, the author- 
ities have listened to reason and stated 
that on account of the protest of the 
collecting public that the stamps have 
been withdrawn and will be de- 
stroyed.

The Convention of the Precancel 
Stamp Society at Hartford was the 
liveliest one on record. Interest in 
Bureau Precancels is steadily growing 
and the field is a most promising one 
for any collector who feels the neces- 
sity of taking up a new line because 
of the cost of keeping up with the 
regular U. S. varieties. There are 
enough high-priced and _ elusive 
stamps to attract the man of means. 
Coil pairs have come to the fore and 
there is much scrambling after the 
“experimentals” and “old types.” 
Among the more prominent collectors 
in attendance were Morton D. Joyce 
of New York, Marcus White of 
Worcester, Mass., Joe Whiteborough 
and Adolf Gunesch of Chicago, Steve 
Rich of Verona, N. J., Emil Jahnke 
of Flint, Mich., Allen Vestal of In- 
dianapolis and A. F. Gamber of Val- 
ley City, North Dakota. 
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National Philatelic Week 








In the city of Chicago and its sub- 
urbs there are many stamp clubs, in 
fact more within a radius of 20 or 25 
miles than are found in most states. 
It has therefore been possible to build 
a program for National Philatelic 
Week that will call for the coopera- 
tion of all of these clubs or at least 
such as will cooperate with the move- 
ment. Such a program is practical 
under conditions such as exist there 
but the sponsors of this program fail 
to realize that the program as out- 
lined for the Chicago area is not 
practical in a city or town having but 
one club. 

Linn’s Weekly approves of the idea 
of National Philatelic Week and last 
vear when the movement was first 
launched, was the most staunch sup- 
porter of that movement, among the 
stamp journals of the nation. 

We again approve of National 
Philatelic Week but regret that the 
sponsors have not suggested a pro- 
gram that would be practical in the 
hands of any individual club. 

It is true that many of the sugges- 
tions are practical in local clubs but 
no city with a single club can plan 
daily meetings as the basis of its 
week. 

We believe that the week can best 
he celebrated by local clubs by placing 
special frames or an exhibit during 
the entire week with a special meet- 
ing for Saturday afternoon and eve- 
ning, to climax the week.

They were issued 
from 12 Federal Reserve agencies as 
follows: New York, Chicago, Phil- 
adelphia, Boston, San Francisco, K.

All except Chicago and Cleveland 
used the same size and shape envelope 
with slight variations in style of type 
used in printed directions on face 
of envelope and were of the window

the others and with no window and 
with different style of type used. 
All cities used ‘Treasury Depart 
ment Official Business envelope, with 
name of-city in upper left hand cor- 
ner and none of them had cancella- 
tion on front of envelope therefore 
the back stamp of June 15 is the 
only way to be certain of their gen- 
uineness, and the said back stamps 
open. up an interesting study as most 
of them are stamped June 15 at the 
city of their destination which tends 
to show that they were prepared 
before June 15 but stamped and sent 
on in bulk so as to be delivered 
June 15 at all points in the U, S. 


Most of the covers have an in- 
teresting stamp or seal of the Treas- 


ury Department used as a seal on the 


joining point of the flap on back 
of envelope. ‘They are about 2 inches 
square and have various sizes of per- 
foratiofis, some 12x9, others 9x9. They 
have the design of the crossed keys in 
inner circle and the words Treasury 
Department Official Business in cir 
cle just outside the inner circle con 
taining crossed keys, while it is not a 
postage stamp it is a very interesting 
stamp and quite hard to pick up as it 
is only used on Official Treasury 
Business, 
largest number to be mailed in recent 
years—over 3,000,000. Some of the 
covers show the difficulties encounter- 
ed in the delivery of same, as they 
show notations, such as “not in dur- 
ing delivery hours” and various other 
reasons and also have 2, 3, 4, and 
sometimes 5, back stamp cancellations 
showing every time it was tried to be 
delivered. Then quite a number of 
them had to be made the subject of a 
special evening delivery trip by the 
carriers to make delivery to parties 
who could not be reached during the 
day. This is the first time such 

general night delivery has been made 
in the memory of the writer which 
covers 35 years in the Postal Service
